way's history. 


A prologue played Monday before 


Supreme Court Justice Samuel I. 
Rosenman assured next week's fea- 
ture performance when a supreme 
court jury will be asked to deter- 
mine whether License Commissioner 
Paul Moss acted with proper discre- 
tion in refusing to renew the licenses 
of New York's 14 burlesque theaters. 


The court refused to order Moss to 


issue licenses immediately for the 
1937-38 season, as required by counsel 
for three burlesque theaters. Until tlic 
jury can be assembled, burlesque mar- 
quees must remain dark, and perform- 
ers under wraps. 


"Burlesque" managers, strip-teasers 


and slapstickcrs in Chicago admit- 
tedly were upset by Moss' action. In 
Washington, the federation of churches 
prepared a portest against the capital's 
lone burlesque theater. Night club 
owners in Detroit were to talk over 
the situation with the superintendent 
of police.

Queen Elizabeth, Queen Vic- 
toria; Queen Alexandra, Queen Mary; 
the ladies of York, Glouchester, Kent 
—whichever standard, among these 
variant high ones, of English queen- 
ship your own might happen to be, 
the new aspirant did not fit it. Ideals 
are ideals. Idols must be idols. She 
WOULD NOT DO. The come-down 
from Queen Mary to Queen Wally 
was too steep." 


"Roystcring Invaders" 


Dennis also takes some pot shots at 


the free spending, heavy drinking set 
of American expatriates in London 
with whom, he complains, Edward 
had cast his friendship. So there is 
this paragraph: 


"The invaders, of course, were not 


beloved. They were as a rule no 
credit to the great country they load 
exploited and deserted, nor to the 
one in which they now were roysler- 
ing and ruling. . . . They were cock- 
a-hoop, and since Edward's accession 
were getting insolent and out-of-hand. 
There was but one more world to 
conquer. The first woman to sit in 
the ancient Commons was a divorced 
American; why not then also—?" 


And this: 
"England is proud, and minded see- 


ing her throne provide a music-hall 
turn for low foreign newspapers. . . . 
The country 
bitterly 
resented the 


other 
country's 
brazen 
delighted 


cheapening of its high possession—the 
tabloid press jeering, interfering—and 
in its anger naturally, if ungratefully, 
ignored the correct and cordial tone 
ofmost Americans and of the good 
American journals." 


And this: 
"Much of those days' exciting news 


j was evidently based on fact. What was 
not so evidently based did also its 
bit; the rumor and hearsay, fantastic 


, spies, crimes . . . Hitler—never 


surpassed in the rich long history of 
scandalmongering. Whether they were 
wholly true, or wholly untrue, or 
something in between, those stories 
heaped—already half in revenge—upon 
the head of a woman unable to defend 
herself .sealed finally her fate. If 
such stories—true or not, no matter— 
were in circulation about you, you 
were not fit to be Queen of England." 


Other Things 


Even the working class, long friendly 


to Edward consented to his departure, 
says Dennis: 


"He left his land with kingly dig- 


nity. . . . We saw him go with love, 
and pity, and cynical relief. Was it 
so heartless of those South Wales film 
audiences, unemployed, entrance half- 
price, stonily not to cheer him? He 
was a tragic broken man; but he was 
off to the sun, and the while snow . . . 
and they—" 


In one place. Dennis discusses the 


common statement that Premier Bald- 
win never would have taken so .strong 
a line with Edward "unless there were 
other tilings." He goes on to say: 


"Unfortunately, there were. Things

ing his opening statement ot the jury 
after he had questioner veniremen 
closely whether they or their relatvies 
were "connected with the present state 
administration so as to be obligated in 
any way." 


"Ed McDonald was bom and rear- 


ed in Grant county," he declared. ''He . 
was politically ambitious. He wanted 
to be governor, he might have given 
too much time running for governor 
but he is not charged with that. 


"He ran a good race. The incunv« 


bent governor defeated him by some 
3597 votes. A difference of 1800 for 
McDonald would have made him .gov- 
ernor. 


"If he (McDonald) had run a poor 


race and had been beaten by 15,000 
votes, there would not have been any 
prosecution. 


"They ' got McDonald Indicted. I 


think it all developed in the mind of 
Mr. Bailey. His idea is not to become 
a leader by having the love, affection 
and respect of the people. 


"The defendant is a victim of a 


vicious and vindictive persecution and 
nothing else. 


"I anticipated that they were going 


to try him for everything in the world. 
This is the strongest indictment they 
have because they set it for trial. 


"The only issue involved is that he 


fraudulently obtained a warrant from, 
the state auditor. The system used in 
the state capitol purchases is not any 
system. Even say he was negligent. 
He is not being tried for negligence." 


Prosecutor's Statement 


Donham preceded Robinson before 


the jury to charge that McDonald 
paid out $9,789 to the Fidelity Chemi- 
cal company from April of 1932 to 
October of 1935, and received only two 
barrels of soap from the firm.

degree; we have a great fleet and a strong air force; we have 
a law to keep us from lending money to our overseas debtors. 
We have, in fact, guarded against every danger but one, and 
it happens to be the only one worth talking about. 
We have done nothing—for there is nothing much we can 


do-r-about the chance that we ourselves, as individual human 
beings, may get so that we actually want to go to war. 
' If you" will go back and look at what happened between 


1914 and 1917, you can see how that works. 


When the World War began in 1914, not one American 


In a thousand dreamed that it could ever be any direct concern 
of ours. Europe was a long vtay off, and it was hard to see 
what the quarrel was all about. Our predominant emotion was 
a feeling of thankfulness that it did not and could not involve 
us. 


And then, in spite of ourselves, the thing began to get 


hold of our emotions. The unspeakable drama of Verdun 
and Gallipoli. and the Somme began to get under our hides. 
'We began to pass judgment dn the moral issues of the contest. 
We began to get irritated at the way in which the chaotic mess 
slopped over on our own old privileges and rights. 


The whirligig tvirned faster and faster, and we grew more 


-and more impassioned about it. And finally, when the Ger- 
man submarine campaign got going, we'slid blithely over the 
darn." We weren't taken into the war by the wiles of propagan- 
dists; munitions makers, bankers, or anyone else; we took 
ourselves in. We had ceased to feel neutral; eventually we 
stopped being neutral.

\70U CAN see the same sort of thing starting, in a modest 
I way, in connection with the war in Spain. We are already 
beginning to take sides, to sympathize with one group and 
criticize the other.

Carried for enough, this could get us into the 
war—in spite of all our careful safeguards—just as it did in 
1917.There is where the danger lies: in our own emotions, 
tfntil we learn how to bridle them, we are unprotected.

A-NYONE who doubts that the British are in dead earnest 
/i about rearming has only to look at the tax load the Britons 
are willing to carry these days. Compared with it, we in the 
United States are getting off easy. 


Before Neville Chamberlain, chancellor of the exchequer, 


brought in his new budget with its higher rates, the British 
taxpayer was shelling 22V2 per cent of his income to the gov- 
ernment in a direct tax. Beyond that he was carrying a load 
of "nuisance" taxes whose weight can be appraised by the 
size of those affecting motorists. 


British motorists have been paying taxes of 16 cents on 


each gallon of gasoline. They also pay a horsepower tax on 
their autos, so set up that a man who owns a 25-horsepower 
car must pay $125 a year for his license. 


When a nation that is paying taxes at such rates submits 


to still heavier taxes for the sake of rearmament, it must be 
admitted that such a nation is decidedly in earnest about it.s 
preparedness program.

Collapsing of Lung, to Rest It, Is Important in 


Tuberculosis Treatment 


(No. 204) 


Among the many ways in which the 


lung of a tuberculosis victim may be 
rested, that which has received the 
greatest consideration in recent years 
is the so-called application of pneu- 
mothorax—sometimes called 
collapse 


treatment. 


A lung U collapsed so that the tis- 


sues may be quiet and out of use until 
they can heal. Such collapse also 
hinders spread of the disease from one- 
part of the lung to another. 


The first of the procedures, known 


as artificial pneumothorax, seems to 
apply in anywhere from one-fourth to 
one-half of all cases, preferably those 
in Which only one lung, or a part of 
one lung, is involved, rather than a 
considerable part of both lungs. This 
method is not suitable for patients 
who have large amounts of fluid in 
the chest or for those who have had a 
great deal of pleurisy with consequent 
attachment of the lung to the chest 
wall. 


In brit/, the method involves inser- 


tion of a nesdle into the chest cavity 
and pasting of air into the cavity in 


sufficient amounts to compress the 
lung tissue and to stop its motion. 
Some investigators have suggested the 
injection of mineral oil instead of air 
into the chest cavity, but this proce- 
dure has not been widely adopted. 


It is possible also to put the lung at 


rest by cutting the nerve which goes 
to the diaphragm. This prevents move- 
ment of the muscles of the diaphragm, 
and of the chest on the side concerned, 
rests the diaphragm, and diminishes 
the amount of work in the chest cav- 
ity. 


Another method is wholly surgical 


and seldom is used until after pneu- 
mothorax has been tried and ha*s fail- 
ed, or has been found impossible to 
use. In this method, known as thorac- 
oplasty, there is an actual operation 
on the chest wall involving the re- 
moval of portions of the ribs, thus 
bringing about collapse and providing 
complete rest for the lung tissue. 


In many instances artificial pneu- 


mothorax fails because it is not ap- 
plied soon enough. When this method 
of treatment is applied soon enough 
and in the proper manner, palienta

"The 
Gaudy Empire." by Alfred 


Neumann (Knopf: S2.75). is a meaty, 
detailed, and eminently .satisfying nov- 
el about one of the queerest dictator- 
ships that long-suffering Europe ever 
saw—that of Napoleon III. who ruled 
France tinder the second ebpire from 
the early" 1850's until Bismarck and the 
Prussians jarred hsi throne to pieces 
in 1870.

This hand- 
me-down Napoleon was not in the 
modern dictator's tradition. He neith-

Calliopsis, ono of Best Annuals for 


Cutting. 


One of the gayest flowers to be 


found in any garden, and one hardy 
enough for almost any climate, is 
the Calliopsis. Formerly known as 
coreopsis, the true name for the 
perennial strain, it has recently 
been developed to new heights as 
an annual, and is known lor its 
wiry stemmed blooms brilliantly 
colored in yellow and maroon and 
crimson. For table bouquets it is 
unsurpassed. 


The rich red types are most ef- 


fective for garden decorative pur- 
poses, but they need the lightening 
touch of the yellow trim to set 
them oil properly. Most o£ the va- 
rieties have this trimming, differ- 
ing in widths and intensity, with u 
maroi;n, scarlet or crimson center. 
A nice arrangement is to have the 
tall varieties in the center of a 
bed, 
with the dwarf types on the 


perimeter as an edging. 


Calliopsis may be* planted early 


or laic, and because of their rapid- 
ity of growth, they are particularly 
suitable for the late planting when 
some other /lower lias failed. Soil 
conditions do not matter so much—- 
they will grow anywhere—but they 
demand plenty of sun. Plant them 
•where they are to grow, as trans- 
planting is not always satisfactory, 
nnd when they have made a fair 
growth, thin them out to 12 inches 
apart for the tall varieties, and 
from 6 to 8 inches for the dwarfs.

of what is likely to happen at Church- 
ill Downs, May 8. 


For instance, Pompoon is ready for 


the big race. The son of Pompey was 
trained in the warm regions of the Car- 
olinas, where winter never comes, and 
where the high iodine content of the 
soil aids in the growth of horses. 


Likewise, War Admiral is fit. The 


sturdy son of Man o' War got his 
preparation at Berlin, Md., in a little 
area of the famous eastern shore which 
also escapes wintry blasts. 


This is preparatory to saying that in 


the highly important matter of get- 
ting ready Kentucky horses haven't 
had an equal chance with some of the 
others. 


Calumet Farms, for instance, found

Fitness remains the most important 


requirement of a horse in any race, 
however. It has captured many a Der- 
by and well may win this one. And 
with Pompoon, War Admiral, Chicol- 
orudo, Mosawtre, and No Sir in top 
condition, the Kentucky horses will 
be hard put to it to hold their own.

Battle B e t w e e n Capita! 


and Labor Being Aired 


in the Senate

WASHINGTON.— John L. Lewis 


found another hard nut to crack 
Harlan county, Kentucky. 


The story is being told in the patch- 


work testimony of a senate- investiga- 
tion into violation of the rights of 
labor. The committee is sympathetic 
to the position of labor so not much of 
the employer's side of the story is told. 
Any that does appear bolsters the pic- 
ture of savage distrust between the 
bosses and the bossed in those fabul- 
ously touch coal camps in the big black 
mountains that divide Virginia and 
southeastern Kentucky. 


The town of Lynch, one of several 


on a tributary jutting out from Poor 
Fork, was described by witnesses as 
almost wholly owned by the United 
States Coal 
& Coke Co. The only 


notable exception is a strip of public 
highway down the center of town. 
That's important to remember, be- 
cause the company, witnesses said, has 
issued an order that no union organizer 
can operate on company property. 
That includes the side streets and the 
homes of the mine workmen. 


"Deputies" 


Union organizers testified that "dep- 


uties" ordered them off the side streets, 
and even ordered them out of the 
homes the miners had rented from the 
company. 


These "deputies" had a strange status 


which witnesses seemed unable to de- 
mine. They wore badges and carried 
arms but refused to say whether they 
were policemen, company employes, 
or just what. 


Union organizers called meetings of 


miners but, the testimony ran, these 
were so picketed by deputies that few 
dared attend. 


Several testified that men who join- 


ed the unions promptly lost their jobs 
because of some slight infraction of 
ccmpany rules while such penalties 
were withheld from non-union men. 


A company superintendent testified 


that a "secret election" borught a vote 
of 267 to 5 against organization of a 
union. But each miner had to sign 
his ballot. Spectators laughed at such 
secrecy. 


No Change 


The committee brings out little testi- 


mony of living conditions. That is 
partly out of its scope since it is in- 
vestigating infractions o fcivil liber- 
ties. But such testimony would form 
a clearer pictuic of the situation. Ques- 
tioning more company officials might 
also help. One official said "lots" of 
the workers' houses had running water. 
He conceded it was 30 out of 225.

NEW YORK-Awed whispert of 


"God," melodious chants of "peace, 
it's wonderful," greet Father Divine's 
appearances among his followers, but 
to ordinary mortals he seems a genially 
shrewd colored person of less than or- 
dinary height, with a bald head, and 
an addition to double-breasted blue 
suits and bright ties set off by a pearl 
stick-pin. 


He reached the heaven of Harlem by 


easy stages from points south. 


Valdosta, Ga., saw the last of him in 


1914. There, a jury found him of un- 
sound mind, recommended 
that he 


leave the state. The warrant called for 
the apprehension of "John Doe, alias 
God," for he withheld his own name 
and his followers gave him the appel- 
lation which has stuck. Following his 
trial, he left Georgia. 


Hits New York In 1915 


• His real name seems to have been 
George Baker. In his 60 years of 
wandering 
evangelism, his various 


names underwent a number of changes 
but "God" remained. In Baltimore, as 
a disciple of one Samuel Morris, a 
negro preacher who asserted he had 
been born again as "Father Jehovia" 
Baker became "The Messenger." 


At various times he was Major J. 


Divine, Rev. J. Divine, and finally

Religious Communism 


First . in Brooklyn, then in Long 


Island, Father Divine launched a kind 
of religious communism. Wages were 
pooled, he saw to the feeding and 
clothing of his followers, inserted ads 
to get jobs for unemployed disciples, 
and even appeared before prospective 
employers to announce he was the 
Rev. J. Divine, and could "recom- 
mend and re-recommended, guarantee 
and re-guarantee" the job-seeker con- 
cerned. 


It was in Sayville, L. I., that his 


group flourished and his fame spread. 
Hjs Sunday dinners, at which food 
was good and plentiful, and where no 
collections were taken, brought emis- 
saries from Harlem, who returned to 
New York's negro community bearing 
tidings of a messiah. 


By L931, wtth oj^rrplatnts pouring in, 


the police of Sayville decided Father 
Divine was a "public nusiance" and 
arrested him on that charge. He went 
to jail. A judge died, his conviction 
was reversed by the appeal court in 
1933, and his fame grew. He removed 
his "heaven" to Harlem and issued a 
statement to set at rest 
whispers, 


rumors and charges.

Part of his statement, signed ''I, Rev. 


M. J. Divine," follows:

WASHINGTON-For all the chatter 


taxpayers hear about crtrc of needy 
mothers nnd infants, two big defects 
still appear in all state programs for 
maternity aid. 


There have been—and are—many 


programs on law-books for "maternity 
and infancy care," But on the au- 
thority of Dr. Martha Eliot, of the fed- 
eral chaildren's bureau, none of the 
plans provide money for the mother 
;>t the actual delivery of the child, and 
then, there aren't enough trained ob- 
stetricians to go around. 


New York Lends Way 


New York, where the lower house 


>f the legislature has just voted to give 
i7S worth of medical care to every 
mother in the state at child birth, 
seems to be leading the way. 


The New York plnn tackles the first 


iiroblcm. But the children's bureau 
would like to see both problems met 
hrough tile social security act. 


New York's plan is no "baby bonus" 


i la Mr. Mussolini. I simply would 
provide $75 for doctors, nurses and 
tospitals at the birth of a child. It is 
intended to help only needy mothers, 
who would have to appear for exam- 
ination during the first three months 
of pregnancy. 


Security Division Helps Some 


In 1034 73,841 babies died in the 


United States during their first month 
of life. 
And 12,859 mothers died in 


childborth. That's a high rate com- 
pared to other civilized countries. Too 
iiigh, says Dr. Eliot. 


It has been attacked by the materni- 


ty division of the social security act 
in the last 15 months. The division 
pays out $3,800,000 each year to states 
that match the funds in maternity 
health programs. But these funds al- 
so avoid the major issue. They don't 
pay for the actual arrival of the child. 
They merely provide for examinations 
and advice before and after. The ad- 
vice is expected to cut down the death 
rate. 


But.where docs the mother go who 


can't afford a doctor at the crisis, asks 
Dr. Elliot, and answers: "She gets such 
help as she can from relief organisa- 
tions." 


Seek National Aid 


To make matters worse plenty of 


women who could afford a doctor have 
to take the help of a medico that never 
had complete training in obstetrics. 


So the children's bureau would like 


to go farther than New York state, 
and on a national scale. The bureau 
has just had a conference of child 
welfare experts who recommended 
that more money be spent through the 
social security act's maternity division 
to do two things: 


1—Provide medical care for needy
